A Horrible Tragedy. 

LOUISVILLE, Nov. 4.—4 terrrible 
tragedy was enacted in the western 
portion of this city last night, the aw- 
fal results of which were not discov- 
ered uutil 10 o’elock this morning. At 
that hour Mrs. Mary Bruner, mother 
of Mrs. Charles B. Brownfield, called 
at the residence of her daughter. No 
one ans vered her ring at the doo: 
bell, aud after several ineffectual ef- 
forts she weat tothe window of the lit- 


tle one-story frame cottage. She 
raised it and threw open the shutters. 
The sight that met her eyes was hor- 
rible beyond deseription, Ia the mid- 
die of the door-opening between the 
room occupied by her daughter and 
husban«l and a daughter of eight or 
ten y ars of age, and that occu- 
pied by William T Bruner, a brother 
of Mrs Charles F. Brownfield, who re- 
sided wita the family, was the body 
of her daughter’s husband suspended 
by a strap attached to the lintel aud 
swinging to and fro slightly. At the 
suicider’s back on the bed in a dark 
corner ro the body of Wm. I. 
Bruner with his throat cut from ear to 
ear, facing the self-murderer. In the 
other room was another bed, upon 
which, stiffened in their blood, were 
the forms of his wife and nine-year- 
old child. Tneir heads were al- 
most severed from their bodies. 
Beneath Brownfield’s feet lay 
a razor with which the aw- 
ful deeds had been committed. 
The bed clothing was drenched with 
blood and the faces of the victims be- 
smeared so that they were almost be- 

ond recognition. On the bureau 
n the parior lay the following, dated 
6:30 A. M., and written by the murder- 
er in an unusually legible hand: 

To all whom it may concern—I, 
Charles B. Browunfleld, murdered m 
dear wife and daughter, also W. T. 
Bruner, my brother-in-law. I killed 
my wife and baby because I was tired 
of life, and did not want them left pen- 
niless in the world and no one to care 
forthem. My cause for being tired of 
life is gambling. Now let m — 
and friends take warning. killed W. 
T. Bruner because I didn’t think he 
was fit to live, aud now I will make 
an attempt on my own life. So good- 
bye, my father, brother and sister 
and friends and rveiations; all take 
warning. Good-bye.

City to Los Angeles; also, that the 
projectors of this new line are not 
allied either with the Union Pacific 
or the Denver and Rio Grande. 
The new road is to bea standard 


gauge, and its projectors claim they 
have discovered forit a very level 
route, one on which the maximum 
grade will be only sixty feet to the 
mile. It is to be quite independent 


of the Utah Central, which now 
runs from Salt Lake City south- 
west to San Francisco as a connec- 
tion of the Union Pacific. The road 
will be 650 miles in length, and will 
run southwest from Salt Lake City 
— 1 a in the Snake moun- 
tains into White Pine county, Ne- 
vada, thence south through Nye 
county, along the great Nevada 
plateau. Thence on, the road runs 
through several large valleys, 
touching, perhaps, at Las V in 
Southern Nevada, and utilizing 
some miles of the valley of the Col- 
orado river. The worst portion of 
the entire route is that in the Me- 
have desert, through which the 
line have necessarily to cross to 
reach the San Fernando mountains, 
The old stage route has been found 
to offer the best line through this 
steep range to San Bernardino, 
whence a very easy route is obtain- 
able to Pasadena and Les Angeles. 
Ite projectors claim that the 
widest stretch of desert on their 
route is only #5 miles in length,and 
that the line will open up the 
greatest miveral belt on the conti- 
nent. It will ‘certainly mean a 


Chicago, the survey line showing a 
saving of several bundred miles 
over the line of the Santa Fe sys- 
tem. The company owns 3,000 
acres of coal lands in Utah, and has 
already pe team forty-seven acres 
at Salt Lake for terminal purposes.

Convention of the Consolidated 
Cattle Growers’ Association. 


The Consolidated Cattle Grow- 
ers’ Association of the United 
States assembled in annual con- 
ventién at Kansas City on the 31st 
ult. N. J. Coleman, Commissioner 
of Agriculture, addressed the con- 
vention. He said the cattle indus- 
try of this country, representing 
$1,200,000,000, was under a cloud 
of misfortune at present, but he 
was satisfied the population of the 
country is increasing far more rap- 
idly than is the beef supply and 
that this circumstance would rec- 
tify matters. He then proceeded 
to read a semi-official statement of 
the work of his department in 
fighting pleuro-pueumonia. After 
summarizing the appropriations 


and authority given by Congress 


to the Bureau for the purpose of 
exterminating the plague, Coleman 
said he had prepared a series of 
rules and regulations which he had 
sent to Governors of various States 
and Territories with the request 


that they co-operate in observance 
ef them. ‘Thirty-one States and 
Territories had responded and 
promised their assistance. He had 
also submitted to State Legisla- 
tures an Act providing for State 
co-operation, This bill became a 
law in Rhode Island, Virginia, 
New York and Illinois. In regard 
to the actual work of the Depart- 
ment he mentioned that Cook 
county, Illinois, and a number of 
counties in New York and Mary- 
land had been placed in quarantine. 
A circular had been issued to rail- 
roads asking their co-operation, 
and he was pleased to state very 
effective assistance had been ren- 
dered by them 

From January 1 to October 15 
of the present year the inspectors 
of the — of Animal Industry 
had examined 12,655 herds, con- 
taining 92,698 head of cattle. Of 
these 478 herds containin 6,956 
cattle, were placed in special quar- 
antine and 1,209 were found to be 
diseased. 

Mr. Coleman in saying that the 
disease had been eradicated from 
Cook county, Llinois, remarked 
that the quarantine would be re- 
moved about December list. New 
York and Maryland had been the 
worst hotbeds of the disease. For 
years it had existed in Maryland 
and defied all attempts to extirpate 
it. The cities of New York, Balti- 
more and Brooklyn and their 
suburbs for 40 years have been 
plague spots whence the disease 

as spread to other parts of the 
country. But in Maryland we now 
have things under control. 

In regard to the needs of the 
Bureau for the next year, Mr. 
Coleman said all that was neces- 
sary was a sufficient appropriation, 
as the work was progressing 
smoothly and systematically. 

In conclusion the Commissioner 
said: “I have not alluded to the 
fact that the disease has been 
stamped out in Missouri, where 
one Illinois bull coming into the 
State at Fulton caused a quarantine 
against the whole State and a loss 
to cattlemen of $1,000,000. I have 
not alluded to the fact that it has 
been stamped out in Kentucky, 
where the amount of loss was 
$2,000,000. It has been estimated 
that the cattle disease in the past 
45 years has cost Great Britain 
$500,000,000. It is here to-day in 
almost as bad form as it ever was. 
We have strong laws, but they 
leave the execution of them to the 
local authorities. The disease 
needs heroic treatment. In Scot- 
land it is so bad to-day that upon 
my recommendation this country 
has declared a quarantine against 
all Scotch cattle, and it has been 
my ambition to see the disease 
wiped out till not a trace of it shall 
remain, and in a year and a half I 
expect to have this ambition _ 
ified. And I will say it may 
wise idea to mapeaitiie ‘against “all 
Europe, which has been the hotbed 
of the disease which afterwards 
affected this country. 


The Lincoln Sheep. 

The Lincoln sheep is the heav- 
lest bodied sheep in existence. 
One was slaughtered in England in 
1826 of this breed which dressed 
886 pounds, being a three-shear, or 
about 40-months old. A two- 
shear dressed about 864 pounds 
and a yearling dressed 284. The 
home of this large-bodied sheep is 
in the rich, drained land of Liu- 
colnshire aud Cambridgeshire. 
They are remarkably prolific, twine 
being more frequent than singles 
Triplets are not uncommon, while 
fours are not very rare. The Lin- 
coln requires the best and richest 
soils and succulent herbsge, and 
can only thrive under the best 
management and very high farm- 
ing. At present it is questionable 
whether we have any place in our 
agriculture which this sheep can 
profitably fill, unless it be in a few 


instances where the 5 — skill of 
the breeder is exercised under 
peculiarly favorable conditions of 
the soil and climate.
